ILO Convention No. 87 deals 
with freedom of association and 
organization. Ratification of this 
convention following revision of 
domestic labor laws would give 
the nation’s government em- 
ployes and public corporation 
workers the right to strike. 
Ratification was recommend- 
ed last Wednesday by the La 
bor Problems Deliberation 
Council, an advisory organ to 
the Labor Ministry. 

The Cabinet decided that 
ratification should be preceded 
by (1) revision of the Public 
Enterprise Labor Relations Law, 
Local Public Service Law and 
other related laws and regula- 
tions and by (2) correction of 
“Illegal” action of the Japan Pos- 
tal Workers Union (Zentei) in 
retaining discharged workers as 
its executives. 

The Government intends to 
seek Diet approval of the con- 
vention and then ratify it dur- 
ing the next ordinary session, 
to be convened in December 
this year. 

The revision of the Public En- 
ise Labor Relations Law 
other related ‘~bor legisla- 

tion will be studied by a Labor 
Laws and Regulations Investiga- 
tion Committee to be set up in 
the Labor Ministry.

1. The ILO Convention No. 
87 stipulates free and democra-

2. For the proposed ratifica- 
tion of the convention, Clause 3 
of Article 4 of the Public Enter- 
prise Labor Relations Law and 
Clause 3 of Article 5 of the 
Local Public Service Law, 
which clash with the provisions 
of the convention should be 
abrogated. ‘ 

Tt is necessary to revise, at 
the same time, parts of the two 
laws and the Railway Opera- 
tion Law as well as similar re- 
gulations concerning public en-

3. Besides taking such legal 
measures, steps should be 


taken to make trade unions in 
public enterprises and other 
business organizations observ 
domestic laws and egu ia- 
tions and to establish fair and 
just labor practices. The con- 
vention does not justify the

In Store for Auto Accidents 


Beware car drivers! 

The Traffic Section of the 
Metropolitan Police Department 
warned yesterday that strict 
punishment is in store for such 
auto drivers who have caused 
accidents. 


The new regulations were en- 
forced to cope with the alarm- 
ingly increasing number of 
traffic accidents caused by care- 
less drivers. , 

Police tabulation showed tat 
69 persons were killed in traffic 
accidents between Feb. 1 and 
yesterday. 

Under the new regulations, a 
driver who has caused injuries 
requiring up to 15 days to cure 
will be deprived of his driver’s 
license for a period not exceed- 
ing 30 days instead of the previ- 
ous 20 days. The license sus- 
pension will progressively in- 
crease with the extent of the 
injuries caused—not exceeding 
40 days instead of the previous 
30 days, less than 50 days in- 
stead of the previous 40, etc,

The rockoon, whose purpose 
was to test rocket fuel, was 
launched at Honjo in Saitama 
Prefecture by the rocket team 
of Tokyo University’s Produc- 
tion Technique Research Insti 
tute, 

The big balloon carrying & 
28-meter rocket was sent up 
from the playground of the 
Nishi Primary School, at 8:57 
a.m. 

However, there was a failure 
in the mechanism and the 
rocket could not be separated 
from the big balloon. As a re 
sult, the balloon picked up 
speed faster than originally 
calculated and it blew itself up 
at an altitude of about 20 kilo 
meters 58 minutes after it was 
launched. 

The testing equipment was 
expected to drop at a point 100 
to 120 kilometers east of Hon- 


Yesterday's launching com- 
pleted the current rockoon test 
program. A new series of tests 
is expected to be carried out 
during fiscal 1959.

Red China Given Soviet 


Credit of $1, 


HONGKONG (EP)—The finan- 
cial juggling that goes on be- 
tween Moscow and Peliping re- 
mains a major riddle. The Rus- 
sians recently announced a big 
loan for Peiping, but the Chi- 
nese Reds actually are sending 
more money to the Kremlin 
than they get from it at the 
moment. 

The new Russian loan to Red 
China amounts to 5,000 million 
rubles or roughly $1,250 million 
payable for a period of nine 
years between 1959 and 1967. It 
comes to about $138 million a 
year. 

In the fiscal year just ended 
the Rea Chinese gave the Rus- 
sians 760 million yuan or $311 
million in back payment on in- 
terest-fattened previous loans. 

If Peiping keeps up this kind 
of back payment to the Krem- 
lin the Russians would be get- 
ting $3 for every $1 they give 
the Red Chinese. 

It does not mean, however, 
that actual cash deals are in- 
volved between Moscow and 
Peiping. The Chinese Reds are 
making yearly installment pay- 
ments to Russia mostly in raw 
materials, farm produce and 
argicultural products. 

The Chinese Communists 
have thus far received five big 

from the Russians since 
the beginning of the Korean 
War in 1950.

The special convention of the Japan Teachers Union last 
Tuesday adopted by a narrow majority vote a compromise 
proposal on teachers’ rating put forward by the Iwate-ken

ing which many of the delegates voiced opposition against

It cannot be said that the proceedings of the conven- 
tion reflected much credit on the members of the Teachers 
Union, the majority of whom apparently continue to regard 
themselves as outside any law but their own. | 


Under the Government's efficiency rating system, the 
- teachers are required to be rated by the school principals. 
Under the Kanagawa formula, the teachers would rate them- 
selves and the principals would merely play the role of 


“consultants.” 


This plan can only strike the average mem- 


ber of the public as absurd, for it is hard to imagine teach- 
ers who are members of the Teachers Union rating them- 


selves as anything less than first rate. 


How any body of 


men could have become so self-satisfied as to adopt the 
present attitude is something of a mystery—even if we 
attempt to explain it by.the inner workings of leftist poli- 
tics. 


It is hardly likely that the Government will consent to 
modify the plan it has adopted as a consequence of mature 
consideration. We cannot see anything wrong with the 
Government's plan and we believe it should be adhered to.

It is with much regret that we observe that, the Japan 
Teachers Union shows no inclination to reform its polli- 
cies. It seems strange to outsiders that so many teachers, 
presumably intelligent men, should have cast in their lot 
with a fixed set of ideas which, to say the least, differ wide- 
ly from those entertained by a majority of the nation and 
responsible Government leaders. The Teachers Union, to 
our mind, should be primarily interested in increasing the 
efficiency and well-being of members and cooperating with 
the nation and the Government in improving standards of 
education. But tied to the leftist political wheel as the 
union is at present, work along these lines is lagging and 
indeed is substituted for by obstructionism of a most foolish 
type.

All the more do we regret that the or- 


ganized body of the teachers has seen fit to assume an at- 
titude of noncooperation and of contemptuous superiority 
to national ideas on educational questions. This regret is 
enhanced by reports of disgraceful proceedings which have 
occurred in various parts of the country. Some of these 
affairs have had a humorous side from the point of view 


of the casual observer. 


But actually they are of serious 


moment. Education today is a difficult and somewhat stre- 
nuous business for all concerned and there is no room for 
folly and frivolity. We would like to recommend to the 
Teachers Union thorough housecleaning at home and a 
concentrated attempt to cooperate with the Education Min- 
istry in improving educational conditions in this country. 


Flood of History Books 


Despite Current Interest, Japan Has Yet to Rediscover Her Past 


A flood of books can be taken 
as an auspicious sign, when the 
books in question are not the 
cheap stuff that appeal primari- 
ly to the lower passions of sex 
and violence, 


In this regard, the flood now 
immersing the book market of 
this country is entirely impec- 
cable. For avid Japanese read- 
ers are now taking ‘to history 
books including biograpnies. 


What does this new trend 
mean? It is rather difficult to 
answer this question for lack of 
accurate statistics and other 
sociological information. But it 
seems clear that the new trend 
indicates a revival of historical 
interest, which cannot be ex- 
plained away merely as a com- 
mercial success achieved by 
shrewd publishers. 


The extent of the commercial 
success itself may be regarded 
as evidence that the reading 
public is welcoming these books. 
Many of the historical books 
now on sale are in fact part of 
a larger series. 

Series 


The list of historical series 
includes Todai’s Comprehensive 
History of Japan in 10 volumes, 
Yomiurt’s History of Japan (12 
vol.), Kawaide’s Japanese His- 
tory (18), Yuzankaku’s History 
of Customs and Manners (12), 
Shinchosha’s Study of Japanese 
Culture (10 sets of seven book- 
lets each), Shogakan’s Illustrat- 
ed Cultural History (14), and 
Heibonsha’s Study of the Meiji 
Restoration (7). 


These series plus.the world 
history series and separate 
volumes on history and biogra- 
phy make up the current stock 
of history books. 

The current interest in his-

tory books is the second one 
after World War Il. Immediate- 
ly after the war, there was a 
minor rush of history books 
debunking various phases of 
Japanese history, which were 
once suppressed by the mill 
taristic government of Japan. 

Compared with the imme- 
diate postwar fad, the present 
trend is more sober and sincere, 
and it is to be hoped that the 
current rush of books will con- 
tribute to popular understand- 
ing of Japanese history. 


Aim of Writing 

The more than 1,200-year-old 
view of history seems to be still 
casting a spell on the Japanese 
mind.

WASHINGTON — Democratic 
senators are gingerly discussing 
in Capitol cloakrooms whether 
they should stage a fight against 
the confirmation of one of the 
most potent members of the 
President’s Cabinet — Adm.

caused a suit in the Federal 
courts for several million 
dollars. 


It also put President Hisen- 
hower in an extremely embar- 
rassing position. He had just 
stated at his press conference 
that Wenzell “was never cail- 
ed in or asked about a singie 
thing about the Yates-Dixon 
contract.” 


Then suddenly it was shown 
by the record of the AEC guard 
and by sworn testimony that 
Wenzell not‘only had confer- 
red with Adm. Strauss about 
the Dixon-Yates contract, but 
had been planted inside. the 
Budget Bureau for months for 
the express purpose of putting 
across the Dixon-Yates deal, In 
other words, a representative 
of the banking firm which was 
to finance the Dixon-Yates 
power project was working in- 
side the Government for the in- 
terest of his company, not for 
the interest of the taxpayers. 


Conflict of Interest 


This is against the law, punish- 
able by a jail sentence, though 
no conflict-of-interest cases have 
been prosecuted by the Eisen-

Adm, Strauss, now appointed 
to the vital post of Secretary 
of Commerce, was ifitimately 
tied up with this conflict-of-in- 
terest case.

of the state. But the Kojiki is 
also known as a treasury of 
legends and poems conveying 
naive popular feelings, 


Compared with the Kojiki, the 
Nihonshoki of eight years later 
is more strongly permeated 
with political intentions to 
justify the Imperial rule. Emu- 
lating the historical books of 
Chinese dynasties, the Nihon- 
shoki set the pattern of stiff 
historical writing in Chinese 
style for the coming ages. 


Though docs not per- 
mit, it is not quite right to skip 
the following 1,200 years. To 
quote just one example from the 
18th century, Motooril Norinaga 
successfully undertook the 
study of Japanese classics with 
a remarkably scientific method, 

But it was not until after 
the Meiji Restoration in 1868 
that estern historiography 
was introduced. Despite con- 
scientious scientific work by 
many scholars, however, the 
popular understanding of his- 
tory did not experience any 
drastic change. The scientific 
view of history was usually re- 
served for the educated few or 
rather for those who were in 
the know. It was considered as 
not edifying to speak openly 
about those things that might 
“misguide the. people.” 

Later, Japan experienced the 
age of militarism. The same 
Western civilization that en- 
abled the scholars to analyze 
the past scientifically strength- 
ened, on the other hand, the 
power of the state, which be- 
came a menace to academic 
freedom. 

Past Debunked 

With Japan’s surrender in 
1945, the reaction to the official 
view of history set in and de- 
bunking of the “ of Ja- 
pan and the Imperial family 
was acclaimed by some people. 
It is gratifying to see that this 
nation has at last got to’ view 
its own historical og with a 
more mature attitude. 

Scientific objectivity is cer- 
tainly worthy to be striven for 
in any research. But history is 
one branch of learning where 
mere scientific objectivity is not 
all there is to it. 

One hardly needs to invoke 
the name of Heinrich Rickert, 
who stressed the role of “value 
judgment” in historiography. 
From Herodotus down ‘to Prince 
Mikasa of Japan, every histort- 
an wrote his history with some 
definite view and consciousness 
of problems. In the case of the 
brother of the Japanese Em- 
peror penning his recent book, 
his apparent aim is to tell the 
people that the mythological 
tales about the Imperial throne 
is just nonsense in history. 

Some Japanese historians may 
say that their aim is solely sci- 
entific objectivity, while a few 
others openly espouse dialecti- 
cal materialism. But the wider 
circles of the reading public are 
apparentiy just interested in 
knowing the past “objectively.” 

But the day is expected to 
come when the people will raise 
the question about the mean- 
ing of history. 

Downward Trend 

In feudal Japan, some histort- 
ans stee in Buddhist thought 
viewed history as a downward 
process from the good old days 
of Buddha. The process of de- 
scent was thought to be some- 
what similar to the giant with 
clay feet in Nebuchadnezzar’s 
dream. It started from fine 
gold, descended to silver, then to 
brass and finally iron and clay. 

Obviously, the modern Japa- 
nese will not be satisfied th 
this sort of gloomy and nega- 
tive theory. The wartime view 
that the Imperial family will 
prosper till Japan brings “the 
eight corners of the world” in 
universal harmony is untenabie, 
however. This view has been 
denounced as a thinly disguis- 
ed desire for imperialistic ex- 
pansion. But it is rather an ex- 
pression of the bewilderment of 
Japan, which launched upon 
modern warfare with a view of 
history essentially identical with 
the age of the Kojiki and Nihoa- 
shoki. 

Despite the recent revival of 
historical interest, therefore, it 
is not too much to say that this 
nation has yet to rediscover its 
history both in fact and inte 
pretation. .

Japan is heaven for drunk- 
ards. “I was so drunk that I 
do not remember what I did,” 
is regarded a reasonable excuse 
by the police as well as the 
public. 

One often sees on crowded 
trains late at night intoxicated 
men acting as though they own- 
ed the whole carriage and caus- 
ing annoyance to fellow passen- 
gers, but strangely the latter 
are tolerant with drunks. 

According to a report of the 
Police Agency it plans to build 
14 protection centers in two 
years to give a night's shelter 
to troublesome drunks. There 
will be four in Tokyo, two in 
Oseka, one each in Sapporo, 
Sendai, Yokohama, » Nagoya, 
Kyoto, Kobe, Hiroshima and 
Fukuoka. For this 
¥18,230,000 is to be allocated 
from the government treasury 
and the same amount from the 
local governments of the afore- 
mentioned cities. 

“Generous” and “kind” con- 
sideration for the comfort af 
drunks is apparent in the plan. 
Each room at the center will 
have soundproof facilities and 
be floored with rubber, so that 
when a drunk falls he will not 
be hurt. Every room will also 
be equipped with a bed, a flush 
toilet and a wash-stand. He 
can sleep there comfortably till 
he wakes up sober in the morn- 


ing. Isn't this something like 
providing free lodging to 
drunks? 


Accoring to the law drunks 
are regarded in the same light 
as the mentally-deranged. It is 
true that drunks are unfit to 
act normally, but it is because 
of their weakness that men be- 
come so intoxicated as to b> 
have abnormally. In Japan 
crimes committed when one is 
drunk are usually subjected to 
lighter penalties than those com- 
mitted when sober. Hence, 
the reputation as a drunkard’s 
paradise. 

The proposed centers will also 
have special rooms to accom- 
modate runaways. At present 
young boys and girls who have 
run away from home are 
brought to the police for protec- 
tion, but if they are ,accom- 
modated at a place apart from 
the police the psychological 
effect on the runaways will be 
much better. 

However, what I do not 
understand is why the same 
building is to shelter both 
drunkards and innocent juvenile 
runaways. According to a 
newspaper report the centers 
are to be built primarily for the 
protection of drunks and put- 
ting up the runaways is sec- 
ondary. 

I am not a member of any 
temperance union, but I think 
it is outrageous that the Police 
Agency is so considerate of 
crunks as to provide comforta- 
ble shelters for them at govern- 
ment expense.

Soviet Duplicity 


‘No Strings Attached to Aid’ All False

LONDON—There must have 
been a good deal of hollow 
laughter in Yugoslavia and 
Hungary, to mention but two of 
the most self-evident instances, 
over reports of Khrushchev's 
recent references to Russia's 
relations with other states. 

In fact for Yugoslavia the 
recent 2ist Soviet Communist 
Party Congress ended on much 
the same note as it began—with 
the Soviet leadér contradicting 
himself on the question of non- 
interference. Of all the Soviet 
propaganda claims, the oft-re- 
peated wish for “peaceful co- 
existence” with the rest of the 
world rings most falsely. 

At the opening of the con- 

Khrushchey said this: 
“The Soviet Union bases its re- 
lations with all states”-—note 
the word “all”"—“on complete 
equality and cooperation with 
no military or political strings 
attached.” The context for 
that claim was his reference to 
Soviet aid to former colonial 
territories that had attained in- 
dependence. 

Yugoslavia is really the 
classic refutation of both main 
Soviet claims. In practice, Rus- 
sia does not hesitate to apply 
ruthless economic pressure to 
secure political obedience 
wherever she thinks this neces- 
sary. In 1948 she clamped an 
economic blockade on Yugo- 
slavia with the aim of bringing 
President Tito to his knees or 
securing his downfall as Yugo- 
slav leader. 


This Soviet action followed 
President Tito’s refusal to obey 
Moscow's politica] direction. 
Its effect by the end of 1949 
was to eliminate practically ail 
Yugoslavia’s trade and to bring 
great hardship to millions of 
Yugoslavs. At the same time 
it obliged Marshal Tito to seek 
aid from the West—aid, inci- 
dentally, which really was with- 
out strings and was perhaps 
far more extensive than Stalin 


— 

en, after the 20th Soviet 
Communist Party Congress, 
Khrushchev tried to patch up 
the Moscow-Belgrade quarrel 
and threw the blame for the 
whole thing on Molotoy, the 
arch-Stalinist and. former So- 
viet Foreign Minister. One im- 
mediate consequence was 3&8 
marked improvement in eco- 
nomic rejations. But last year 
when President Tfto refused to 
conform to Moscow's vigorous 
“antirevisionist” campaign 
Khrushchev did not hesitate to 
renew allout economic pres- 
sure, 

Russia suspended for five 
years the payment of invest- 
ment credits worth $300 mi: 
lion granted to Yugoslavia in 
1955-56. This move, just like 
the original grant, was obvious 
ly made for ‘purely political 
réasons. The Russians did not 
even try to disguise the fact; 
the threat to dishonor the agree- 
ments was made in the course 
of a general attack on the in- 
dependent ideas and opinions 
on international affairs publish- 
ed in the new Yugoslav Com- 
munist Party program issued 
in connection with the fourth 
Yugosiay Communist Party 
Congress in April 1958. 

Contrast 


Khrushchev’s references to 
the Middle East were also in 
striking contrast to his protesta- 
tions of Soviet noninterference. 
For instance, he spoke of ar- 
rests of Communists in the 
United Arab Republic in sur- 
prisingly frank terms. “We can- 


not remain silent,” he said, “in 


the face of the campaign con- 
ducted in some countries against 
progressives under the spuri- 
ous guise of anticommunism.” 

He went.on to argue that 
there were no better fighters 
against colonialists than Com- 
munists (another ludicrous as- 


sertion since the Soviet Govern- N 


ment has a world record for 
massive colonialism), 

A significant aspect of these 
references to Communists in 
tne Middle East is the implied 
threat to Col. Nasser. Following 
the pattern of the Yugoslav 
story there is no reason why, 
if Nasser were to stray too 
far from friendly relationship 
with Russia, his plentiful So- 
viet aid should not be switched 


tc say Iraq, a country in which 
communism seems to have very 
much better prospects of tak- 
ing root and flourishing. 

iter all, in his speech 
Khrushchev did couple the 
names of Col. Nasser and Brig. 
Kassim, the Iraqi Premier, %6 
having “won the warmest re 
gard of the Soviet peopie”—an 
indication that Moscow recogniz- 
es the existence of two leaders 
of Arab nationalism in the 
die East. 

Two Voices 

To return to the theme of Yu 
goslavia, what better refutation 
of Khrushchev’s professions of 
noninterference could be found 
,than his abuse of Yugoslavia in 
his final speech to the Con- 
gress? Khrushchev spoke bit- 
terly of the “utterly spiteful re- 
action of Yugoslav revision- 
ists” whom he accused of “dir- 
ty and provocative tricks.” 


Communists speak with ‘two . 


voices. In the last few years 
all Communist propaganda has 
emphasized peace, disarmament 
and relaxation of tension, yet 
Communist policy has engineer- 
ed one artificial crisis after an- 
other in every non-Communist 
area, where stability is open to 
threat—notably in the Middle 
East and of course over the 
Chinese offshore islands and the 
recent case of Berlin. 

If ever this duplicity were 
made plain it was done so by 
Khrushchev at the Party Con- 
gress. We need only recall 
what life is like for people liv- 
ing under Communist regimes 
—prohibition from leaving the 
country save in specially favor- 
ed cases; no access to wun- 
censored news or information, to 
mention only two aspects—to 
realize what peaceful coexist- 
ence means for Russia. It is 
simply a policy to prevent the 
successful act of governing by 
other nations and sapping of the 
will of the world to resist com- 
munism. It has nothing to do 


with peace.
